Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 2 and 28 allowed.

Claims 12 and 28 recite, inter alia, wherein the control unit is coupled to said 

dump resistor in order to control and regulate operation of said converter. The above 
limitation is not disclosed, taught, or suggested in the art of record, nor would it have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the art of record to meet the 
above limitation.
